sistant cashier into the vault, pick­ 
ed up $4981.65 in coin of the realm, 
and 
departed 
unmolested. 
The 
money has not been recovered 
to 
this day, but officers in their search 
of the district immediately follow­ 
ing the robbery found two pairs of 
worn and patched overalls, a blue 
shirt and one blue bandana hand­ 
kerchief on a 
ditch bank about 
one mile south and east of Steele. 
The prosecuting attorney, Haw­ 
kins, assisted by Everett 
Reeves 
of Caruthersville played a trump 
ace Tuesday by introducing 
Lib 
Matthews at the preliminary, in­ 
stead of holding 
this 
testimony 
until the Circuit Court formalities 
now set for the present term. 
It 
was a surprise move that proved 
to be as interesting and more en­ 
tertaining than the average silver 
screen drama, because the “inside” 
story of the robbery was clearly 
outlined. 
The defense presented a motion 
for change of venue early in the 
day. 
This was overruled and the 
hearing proceeded with the testi­ 
mony of P. S. Payne, president of 
the bank first to take 
the stand. 
He merely reviewed 
the 
general 
story of the robbery. 


At the request of Assitant Pros­ 
ecutor Reeves, Matthews described 
the men as follows: 
One of 
the 
men was about five feet ten inches 
tall. He stood erect. His complex­ 
ion was very sallow, and he had a 
decided crease in his chin.

he talked he rolled his eyes up un­ 
der the lids, and spoke slowly and 
distinctly.

When they 
came back the tall one said,

looks like an easy job’. 
“They wanted $25 or $30 to pay 
their expenses back to Cairo, but 
we were all broke”, admitted 
the 
deputy. 
“Finally, 
I gave 
them 
five $1 bills all the money I had in 
the world, and Hastings drove back 
with them. Prior to this, however, 
the two men decided upon 
their 
costume, 
overalls, 
jumpers 
and 
handkerchief masks. 
They 
also 
wanted us to furnish two pistols 
and half of a grain sack” recalled 
Lib. 


State’s Witness 


Matthews told the world at large 
that he and Raymond Michie had 
talked about the m atter of “knock­ 
ing the place 
over” some 
three 
weeks prior to the actual robbery. 
“It’s an easy job” Matthews said 
he told Michie. 
“I’ll be grapes”, 
was 
Michie’s 
reaction. 
But decided the 
plotters, 
“we 
can’t pull this job ourselves. We’re 
too well known. We need someone 
to help us”. 
With that in mind, Michie 
and 
Matthews visited Southern Illinois 
and sought Arvey Hastings at 
a 
resort near Marion called 
Shady 
Rest. 
Hastings’ 
reputation 
in 
such m atters was in keeping with 
the name of the resort, and 
the 
proposal met with immediate fa- 
vor. 
“I’ll see another man about 
doing the job”, confided Hastings, 
and the two originators of the plot 
reutrned home.

A. Lee to pro rate special State 
aid funds to the 
public 
schools, 
when the State school fund is not 
sufficient to pay the full allotments 
authorized by law, were filed in the 
Missouri Supreme Court 
this af­ 
ternoon by attorneys for the Kan­ 
sas City School District. 
The three suits are for writs of 
mandamus to compel Lee to 
set 
aside the full allotments of special 
aids for the schools for the fiscal 
year 1932-1933, and to set aside 
and pay balances of such special 
aids alleged to be due under a pro­ 
rating of the funds for the fiscal 
year of 1931-1932. 
For the fiscal 
year 
1931-1932 
about 45 per cent of the special 
aids were paid, after a decline in 
State revenues materially reduced 
the one-third of the general reve­ 
nue fund set aside for apportion­ 
ment to the public schools, 
and 
made it impossible to pay all 
of 
the apportionments provided 
by 
the school law. Lee has stated it 
would not be possible to pay more 
than one-half of the amounts for 
the 1932-1933 fiscal school 
year, 
due to insufficient revenues. 
Lee

jclamation of the acting Governor. The said Proclamation of the Governor 
In words and figures as fo'lows, t.o wit: 


P R O C L A M A T I O N 
I, FRANK G. HARRIS, Lieutenant-Governor and Acting Governor of the 
Itate of Missouri, by virtue of the authority in me vested by law, do hereby 
lake the following official Proclamation: 
1. The Congress of the United States of America having proposed an 
lendmenl to the Constitution of the United States and having submitted 
lUch amendment to the several states for ratification by conventions, which 
proposed amendment is as follows: 


“Section 1. The Eighteenth Article of Amendment to the Constitution 
of the United States ia hereby repealed. 
“Section 2. The transportation or Importation Into any state, territory, 
or possession of the United States for delivery or use therein of intoxicating 
liquors, in violation of the laws thereof, is hereby prohibited. 
"Section 3. 
This Article shall be inoperative unless it shall have been 
ratified as an amendment to the Constitution by conventions In the several 
states, as provided In the Constitution, within seven years from the date 
of the submission hereof to the states by the Congress.” 


AND House Bill No. 514, passed by the 57th General Assembly of Missouri, 
Id which is now the law, authorising the Governor by proclamation to call 
election for the election of delegates to a State Convention, to be held for 
le purpose of voting upon the ratification of any amendment to the Con- 
itution of the United States of America, proposed by the Congress thereof, 
submitted to the several states for rattflcation by the convention method; 
Id providing for the nomination of candidates for delegates to such convers­ 
ions, and the manner of their election. 
Wherefore, pursuant to and under 
~ie authority of said Act this Proclamation is issued and the call for such an

Said mass conventions shall meet at places in such precinct or voting 
I district as shall be designated by the county court or board of election com- 
IlDlssioners of such counties or cities, and elect four (4) delegates, qualified 
{•lectors of such precinct or voting district, to attend a county convention to 
|l>e held at the County Seat of such county on the date and Hour fixed by me 
I|n this Proclamation; the qualified electors attending each such precinct or 
| voting district convention shall divide into two (2) groups, one (1) favoring 
_|d one (1) opposing the proposed amendment, and each group shall elect* 
two (2) delegates to said county convention. 


3. I hereby fix Wednesday, July 26th, 1933, as the date and 3:00 o’clock 
F. M. as the hour upon which the qualified electors of each precinct and voting 
district, of all counties and cities In the State having three hundred fifty 
thousand (350,000) inhabitants or more, shall meet in mass convention at 
places In such precinct or voting district to be designated by the board or 
rde of election commissioners of such counties and cities, and elect two 
, delegates, qualified electors of such precinct or voting district, to attend a 
„wnatorial district convention to be held on the date and hour and at the place 
In the senatorial district hereinafter fixed by me In this Proclamation; the 
Qualified electors attending each siich precinct or voting district contention 
in all counties and cities having three hundred fifty thousand (350,000) lahabl- 
itants or more shall divide into two (2) groups, one (1) favoring and one (1) 
i opposing the proposed amendment, and each group shall elict one delegate 
«aid senatorial district convention. 


4. I hereby fix Thursday, July 27th, 1933, as the date and 11 o’clock A. M. 
that day as the hour for the countjr conventions to be held at the County 
t of each county in this State having a population of less than three hundred 
ty thousand (350.000) Inhabitants. The delegates selected at the mass meet- 
in such counties shall assemble in such county convention and divide 
ito two (2) groups, one (1) favorlag and one (1) opposing the proposed 
endment, and each group shall elect four (4) delegates to a senatorial 
trict convention to be held on the date and hour and at the place in such 
senatorial district fixed by me in this Proclamation. 


5. I hereby fix Friday, July 28th, 1933. as the date and 3:00 o’clock P. M.

tkraph in each of the thirty-four (34) senatorial districts of this State as the
